One person was fatally injured and two 
others less seriously injured, in three un­ 
related highway accidents over the 
weekend, authorities said. 
Emory Francis Robb, 46, of 2900 
Rucker Road, died at Cottage Hospital 
shortly after 11 p.m., Saturday or about 
16 hours after the truck he was driving 
plunged off Santa Rosa Corrals Road and 
into a canyon. 
Robb and his wife, Elinor, reportedly 
jumped from the truck as it went down 
the embankment. Robb fell beneath the 
vehicle, while his wife rolled free, the 
California Highway Patrol said. Tie 
CHP said the truck was carrying a load 
of firewood and was traveling on the 
Paul Brinkman Ranch, three miles east 
of Highway 1 at the time of the fatal 
plunge. 
In an accident Friday night, a 15-year- 
old Vandenberg Air Force Base girl. 
Theresa Dubois of 1025 Heath St., suf­ 
fered severe facial fractures when the 
car in which she was a passenger, and 
driven by William Reed Bishop, 18, of 
3863 Via Parte, Mission Hills, crashed 
into the entrance gate of La Purisima 
Mission on Lompoc-Casmalia Road, ac­ 
cording to authorities. 
Bishop was not injured, but police 
arrested him on a charge of felony 
drunken driving. He was booked in Lom­ 
poc Jail under $1,000 bail. 
In a motorcycle accident Saturday on 
M cLaughlin Road, Jam es Belton 
Caldwell. 25, of 401 South J St., suffered 
minor injuries, when the motorcycle on 
which he was a passenger crashed off 
the road, according to authorities. 
William Scott Stauffer, 24, of San Fran­ 
cisco, driver of the motorcycle, escaped 
injury. 


least 37 deaths in Toccoa, Ga., where an 
earthen dam soaked by five days of rains 
gave way to a torrent of muddy water 
that devastated the small college town 
early Sunday. At least 19 of the dead 
were children. 
It was the worst U.S. dam disaster 
since 118 persons died in the 1972 Buffalo 
Creek flood in West Virginia. 
Rescue workers pulled the bodies of 
three youths from a rain-swollen creek 
near Morganton, N.C., early today, 
pushing the death toll from flooding in 
the Blue Ridge Mountains to eight, five 
of them children. The latest victims ap­ 
parently had tried to swim across the 
creek Sunday night. 
Hundreds of persons were driven from 
their homes in the mountain community, 
and the National Guard was called out in 
several areas to prevent looting. Two 
more earthen dams collapsed in North 
Carolina, but there were no injuries 
The National Guard was summoned to 


patrol in upper east Tennessee, where 
Hash flooding overflowed the banks of 
the Doe and Nolichucky rivers Sunday, 
forcing evacuation of 180 families. About 
half returned to their mud-coverred 
homes by nightfall. No injuries were 
reported and thundershowers were mov­ 
ing eastward out of the state. 
The flooding caused millions of dollars 
worth of property damage in several 
southeastern states and officials were 
preparing to request federal disaster aid. 
Meanwhile, only slightly calmer 
weather could be found in rest of the na­ 
tion 
Thunderstorms raked portions of the 
southwest and a winter storm watch was 
issued for the mountains of Arizona early 
today. 
The storms moved through portions of 
New Mexico, Arizona and Colorado and 
produced snow at the higher elevations. 
The central and eastern mountains of 
Arizona were placed under the winter 


storm watch as Flagstaff reported four 
inches of snow in one hour late Sunday. 
Travelers advisories were issued for 
all the mountain areas of New Mexico 
above 7,000 feet. 
Warnings for strong, gusty winds were 
posted for the mountains and deserts of 
southern California. 
Residents of the Pacific northwest 
were told to expect gales off the coast of 
Washington State and the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca. Showers, with snow in the 
higher elevations, ranged from 
northwestern Oregon through much of 
Washington and into northern Idaho. 
More showers and thunderstorms 
covered much of the Midwest and 
Northeast from Wisconsin to Tennessee 
and into southern New England. 
In Tama County, Iowa, low visibility 
was blamed for a weekend traffic death.

M EX IC O C IT Y (U P1) - Seven 
American prisoners trying desperately 
to go home under the Mexico-U.S. 
prisoner exchange treaty fear they will 
be left behind in Mexican jails because of 
inaction by the governments of Mexico 
and the United States, spokesmen for the 
prisoners said Sunday. 
Robert Lee Jackson, San Diego, and 
Felix Merendez Gourtier, serving their 
terms in Santa Marta Acatitla Prison, 
said that efforts by the seven to 
withdraw appeals of their cases in Mex­ 
ico’s Supreme Court have been unsucces­ 
sful. 
“ We are afraid there will be only one 
group of exchanged prisoners and if we 
miss that December flight there will be 
no other,” Merendez said 
Under the prisoner exchange treay, 
some 240 Americans will be transferred 
to the United States before Christmas, 
according to U S Embassy spokesmen 
Another 335 Americans now in Mex­ 
ican jails will not be so lucky, either 
because they have appeals pending in 
Mexican courts or because they still 
await sentencing 
Jackson, serving a seven-year 
sentence for extortion, said the U.S. Em ­ 
bassy had refused to aid prisoners in 
withdrawing their appeals 
“ The Mexican judicial officials seem 
to be sitting on our applications,” he 
said 
In an unsigned communique sent to 
U PI, American prisoners said they 
feared "U.S. government police agen­ 
cies are trying to use the prisoner ex­ 
change to extend the suffering of those 
returning home.’’

scheduled for 7:30 p m. in the district of­ 
fices in Santa Ynez. 
In his letter, Hatch rejected the super­ 
visor’s charge that the conjunctive use 
special committee was unfair to the 
CDM Corp , in the dispute over results of 
a recent study. 
“ The failure of the engineering firm 
(CDM) to answer those questions and to 
do what it said it would do is not the fault 
of the special committee, the Advisory 
Committee, the county staff or your 
board,” Hatch said 
But Hatch leveled his most stinging 
rebuke at Wallace for the supervisor’s 
assertion that Hatch had threatened 
legal action in a speech given in Santa 
Barbara, relative to the implementation 
of the conjunctive use concept. 
Hatch noted that he had not mentioned 
conjunctive use in his speech and that ad­ 
vance copies of his speech would reveal

Carter postpones trip 
for energy legislation 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The State 
Department officially announced today 
that President Carter is indefinitely 
postponing his nine-nation trip so that he 
can rem ain in Washington while 
Congress completes work on energy 
legislation 
It had been known for several days 
that Carter would not make the trip as 
scheduled, but the official word did not 
come until midmorning when Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance issued a statement 
saying: 
“ Over this past weekend the heads of 
the governments of the nine nations 
which President Carter was scheduled to 
vis«t between Nov. 22 and Dec. 2 were in­ 
formed that he would postpone his trip 
because of the need to remain in 
Washington during congressional 
consideration of the administration’s 
energy program.” 
The president had been scheduled to 
visit Venezuela, Brazil, Nigeria, India, 
Iran, Saudi Arabia, Poland, Belgium and 
France. 
Vance’s announcement said, “ The 
president indicated in the same message 
his hope that a mutually convenient date 


could be found for a later visit in the near 
future." 
Administration officials said that 
Carter is aiming to reschedule the trip in 
December or late January 
A State Department spokesman said 
that Vance still intends to go to Argen­ 
tina on Nov. 20 as planned 
The announcement of the postpone­ 
ment emphasized the importance the 
president places on the energy program 
which is now in the hands of a conference 
committee of the House and Senate. 
The statement said, “ The president 
considers the passage of the ad­ 
ministration’s energy program crucial to 
the health of the American economy and 
of great importance to all energy- 
producing and energy-consuming 
nations ” 
Four of the nations on C arter’s 
itinerary 
Venezuela, Nigeria, Iran 
and Saudi Arabia 
are oil exporting 
nations. State Department officials said 
that Carter planned to tell these 
cotmtries that an increase in oil prices 
could be catastrophic to the world 
economy triggering further increases in 
unemployment and inflation

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U P I) - The first 
of 200 potential jurors in the much- 
delayed trial of the so-called Mormon 
will of the late Howard Hughes reported 
to the county courthouse Monday in what 
may be the largest estate case in the 
history of the United States 
From those prospective panel 
members, a jury of eight persons will be 
selected to try the case 
Twenty-five Clark County residents 
were subpoenaed in the morning and 
another 25 were to appear in the after­ 
noon. 
Before appearing in the courtroom in­ 
dividually to be questioned by attorneys, 
the potential jurors filled out question­ 
naires.

Supreme Court to hear 
nuclear mishap test case 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today agreed to decide whether 
Congress was within constitutional 
bounds in imposing a limit — now $560 
million — on damages that can be 
claimed as the result of a single nuclear 
accident. 
The justices will hear a test case from 
North Carolina later this term and 
decide it by written opinion 
U.S. District Judge James McMillan of 
Charlotte ruled the lim t — established 
in the 1957 Price-Anderson Act — was un­ 
constitutional Appeals were filed by the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission and 
Duke Power Co. 
Acceptance of the liability case came 
in a handful of orders the justices issued 
before turning to arguments on another 
phase of student rights at a state univer­ 
sity: can a student who fails to measure 
up academically be dismissed without a 
hearing? 
Specifically, the case involves an ap­ 
peal by the University of Missouri of a 


ruling that it should have given Charlotte 
Horowitz a hearing before she was told 
to leave the medical school at Kansas 
City. 
On Tuesday, the court will hear argu­ 
ments on Richard Nixon's effort to block 
commercial sale of records and casettes 
made from his White House tapes used 
at the Watergate trials 
In other orders today, the justices: 
—Refused to involve themselves with 
a regulation issued by the Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission which 
dealers claim would put them out of 
business 
—Denied a hearing to a Florida new­ 
spaper and two employees ordered to 
pay damages totaling $214,000 in a libel 
suit by a building inspector at Vero 
Beach. 
—Refused to reconsider its rejection 
of a challenge to a desegregation plan 
which requires the merger of 11 school 
districts in Delaware, affecting nearly 
two-thirds of all students in the state. 


— Rejected Pennsylvania’s appeal of 
an order that it return millions of dollars 
taken from mental hospital patients, 
without a hearing, to meet their ex­ 
penses. 
The liability lawsuit was started by the 
Carolina Environmental Study Group, 
whose members sought to protect 
themselves and their children from 
“ what they see as the deterioration and 
destruction of their property and the 
world they live in.” 
They have homes near Lake Norman 
in North Carolina, where the McGuire 
Nuclear Station is being built, and Lake 
Wylie in South Carolina, where construc­ 
tion is going ahead on the Catawba 
Nuclear Station. 
The law limits to $560 million the total 
liability among investors, suppliers and 
others in a single nuclear accident. The 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission argued 
that a ceiling was needed in order to at­ 
tract investment in nuclear power 
generation.

Heated salary questions will 
rise again Monday to plague the 
county Supervisors, who 
themselves are still hopeful of 
winning a substantial pay raise 
before long, despite setbacks. 


The new developments: 
— Citizens for Tax Reform 
w ill present a resolution 
adopted by its directors propos­ 
ing that the knotty question of 
salary boosts for the county’s 
elected officials be decided by 
voters at a regularly scheduled 
e le c tio n. 
The increa s e 
suggested to be voted on is 15 
percent. Management person­ 
nel recently were awarded in­ 
creases effective Dec 
12 to 
make up for “ inequities” after 


getting a 7 percent raise 
earlier, while the supervisors 
turned down raises for 
themselves and other elected 
officials for the time being. 
— The same citiz e ns 
organization is also calling on 
-the board to combine the offices 
of tax collector and treasurer. 
— 
Tax 
A ctio n, 
Inc ., 
meanwhile, is also requesting 
the supervisors to put salary in­ 
creases for themselves and 
other county elected officials on 
election ballots so the public 
can decide. The present system 
whereby the supervisors are 
empowered to set their own pay 
raises and other elected of­ 
ficials was termed “ archaic, 
undemocratic and arbitrary.” 
— County Employees’ As­ 


sociation President Carolyn M. 
Bedard in a letter to the board 
chided the administration for 
seeming to give out contradic­ 
tory statements concerning 
plans to augment a salary in­ 
equity study on behalf of some 
2,900 county rank and file 
employees. County Personnel 
Director Sidney Simms says the 
study will start shortly after 
Jan. 1 and should be concluded 
prior to April 1. 


— B u t A s s is ta nt A d­ 
ministrative Officer Jeffrey 
Samsum said the county isn’t 
obligated to meet any pay in­ 
equities which may arise from 
the study of salary levels of six 
other counties in comparison 
with Santa Barbara County. 


The county will “ consider” the 
results, he said. 
— While Bedard said a ten­ 
tative check of salary levels in 
the six counties to be studied in­ 
dicated a number of county 
employees should be entitled to 
perhaps 10 percent more, 
others said they have heard the 
study is likely to be “ disappoin­ 
ting” for county employees 
seeking to win extra pay raises 
such as management personnel 
received. 
— The county funded a $27,000 
study on behalf of solving in­ 
equities for management per­ 
sonnel, but county officials said 
it would be too costly to utilize 
the same consultant — Hay As­ 
sociates, Inc. — for a similar 
wide-ranging study on behalf of

In EC E schools, the state 
allots $140 for each K-3 student, 
and an additional $40 for 
“ educationally disadvantaged" 
pupils, those scoring in the bot­ 
tom 25 percent 
Forinash said the program 
has four major parts: parent 
participation 
(in classrooms 
and on school planning). parent 
education 
(on 
school 
c u rr ic u lu m ); 
sta ff 
development, and health and 
auxiliary services (nurses and 
psychologists). 
Goals of the program are to 
increase student skills in 
reading, math and language by 
reducing adult-pupil ratios and 


will improve education 
Fillmore's students 
for 
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aiming for more individual at­ 
tention. 


In other business tomorrow 
night, the board is recom­ 
mended to approve of allowing 
seven junior and senior high 
school teachers to teach sub­ 
jects for which they are not 
credentialed. 
The state Education Code 
allows school boards to 
authorize the "credential 
variances " 
With fewer students and 
fewer teachers in Lompoc 
schools, but with about the 
same course offerings, there 
have been increasing demands 
on the versatility of existing 
staff. 
The 
most 
c re d e ntia l 
variances requested during one 
year has been three, according 
to Assistant Superintendent 
Alice Milligan. Last year only 
one was necessary. 
“ We foresee more of this as 
enrollment declines.” she said. 
Milligan said she considers 
this more varied use of current 
staff as an alternative to 
layoffs 
Although the seven teachers 
are not credentialed in the new 
subjects they are to teach, they 
do have units in those fields.

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Mideast 
battles 
resume

Israel and Palestinian guer­ 
rillas in southern Lebanon 
fought artillery battles Sunday 
in the first major flareup of 
fighting since a U.S.-mediated 
cease-fire took effect in the 
volatile border region six weeks 
ago 
The fighting was accom­ 
panied by hard-line statements 
from both Palestinian and 
Israeli leaders on Middle East 
peace efforts. PLO chief Yas­ 
ser Arafat vowed “ fighting un­ 
til victory.” 
The fighting began with a 
rocket attack early Sunday on 
the northern Israeli town of 
Nahariya, located on the 
Mediterranean a few miles 
from the Lebanese border. Two 
men were killed. 
Israeli military sources said 
the attack apparently was 
launched 
by 
Palestinian 
guerrillas of the so-called rejec­ 
tion front, which opposes any 
accommodation with the 
Jewish state. 


In retaliation, Israeli gunners

across the Lebanese border in a

A Lebanese reporter in 
southern Lebanon said fighting 
escalated around the Palestini­ 
an-held town of Nabatiyeh as 
guerrillas traded fire with 
Lebanese rightists backed by 
Israeli gunners across the 
border. Three persons, includ­ 
ing a 12-year-old girl, were 
reported killed 
The fighting was the first

guilty of Bolles' murder

PHOENIX (U PI) - Plumber James Robison 
and contractor Max Dunlap have been convict­ 
ed of murder and conspiracy in the car-bomb 
killing of reporter Don Bolles. 
The eight-man, four-woman jury deliberated 
nearly 40 hours after receiving the case Tues­ 
day and returned the convictions Sunday after­ 
noon. 
Shortly after the verdicts were read, state At­ 
torney General Bruce Babbitt indicated other 
arrests might be forthcoming. 
"It is our view that there were other people in­ 
volved,” Babbitt said. “ The file is still open, and 
the case will continue under investigation by the 
Phoenix police and ourselves.” 
Babbitt said the prosecution would request the 
death penalty when Judge Howard Thompson 
pronounces sentence, scheduled Dec. 6. State 
law provides an automatic appeal to the Arizona 
Supreme Court on a first-degree murder convic­ 
tion. 
Bolles was fatally injured June 2, 1976 when a 
bomb exploded beneath his car in the parking lot 
of a Phoenix hotel. He died 11 days later at St 
Joseph’s Hospital. 
Special prosecutor William J Schaefer III of 
the attorney general’s office said, "We don’t 
have all the conspirators yet, but we will.” 
Dunlap's wife and seven children, who at­ 
tended much of the trial, gasped as the verdict 
was read and some of them began to cry. 


Robison, 55, had no family members present 
during the trial and none was there for the ver­ 
dict that was delivered to a packed courtroom. 
Robison’s attorney David Derickson described 
the verdict as "wrong” and said Robison was 
"surprised by the verdict,” and “ depressed" 
over the length of deliberations. 
Derickson repeated his early contention that 
the case should have been moved out of 
Maricopa County because of heavy publicity, 
which he said might have influenced the jury. 
One of the jurors, however, denied that 
pretrial publicity had any effect on the verdict. 
"Absolutely no way,” Don Koch of Mesa said 
after the verdict was read. "In fact, we were go­ 
ing the other way until we examined the facts.” 
The state’s chief witness, John Adamson, ad­ 
mitted he lured Bolles to the hotel and planted 
the bomb beneath the car. Adamson pleaded 
guilty to a charge of second-degree murder and 
testified for the state in exchange for a 
minimum 20-year prison sentence. 
Adamson claimed that Dunlap, 48, hired him 
to kill Bolles and that Robison used a radio con­ 
trol device to detonate the bomb. 
According to Adamson, Dunlap’s motive was 
revenge for stories written by Bolles which 
forced millionaire liquor dealer Kemper Marley 
Sr., a longtime friend of Dunlap, to resign an 
appointment to the Arizona Racing Commis­ 
sion

STANFORD (U PI) - Stan­ 
ford University researchers 
have developed the material to 
build a bionic man and it's 
already being used to repair 
burnt and acne-damaged skin 
and rebuild breaks in nerves 
The substance is purified 
collagen 
“ Collagen is the fundamental 
structural protein of the body in 
all higher organisms,” says Dr. 
John R. Daniels, assistant 
professor of medicine at Stan­ 
ford “ It makes up 60 percent of 
all body protein and 98 per cent 
of the cortex of bone." 
Daniels and his research as­ 
sociates have developed a 
technique for liquefying and 
purifying collagen from ani­ 
mals, eliminating the antigens 
which normally trigger rejec­ 
tion in other organisms 
So far, 101 patients suffering 
from tissue contour defects, or 
acne scarring, have been im­ 
planted with the purified 
collagen and in most cases 
there has been lasting and sub­ 
stantial correction of the 
defects. 
"T he body accepts this 
material as itself,” says Dr 
Terry R. Knapp, a Eureka, 
Calif plastic surgeon and one of 
the co-developers of purified 
collagen “ Within two weeks it 
repopulates the implant with its 
own cells and feeds it with its 
own blood supply.” 
Collagen has also been used

could be retained permanently 
and would become part of the 
patient's own skin, says Knapp 
In 1975, Daniels and Knapp 
teamed with Ed Luck of the 
University of Washington Medi­ 
cal School and Palo Alto ear 
specialist Dr Rod Perkins, who 


were also experimenting with 
purified collagen, to form a cor­ 
poration to finance the develop­ 
ment of a whole family of 
collagen structures 


Knapp says that since every 
tissue in the body is either 
made of or supported by a 
collagen structure, perhaps one 
day heart valves, tendons, parts 
of the eye, membrane sur­ 
rounding the brain, cartilage 
and even bone will be made 
from purified collagen 
Indians who claimed 
land have setback 


TACOMA Wash (U PI) - On 
a Saturday afternoon a little 
more than one year ago nearly 
100 Puyallup Indians — in­ 
cluding elders, children, armed 
tribal police and deputies — 
entered a state juvenile institu 
tion near the center of their 33- 
acre reservation and claimed it 
as their own 
The Indians held the building 
under armed guard for one 
tense week as federal, state and 
tribal officials negotiated the 
tribe’s claim that the federal 
department of Health, Educa 
tion and Welfare illegally gave 
the former Cushman Indian 
Hospital and 30 surrounding 
acres to the state in 1961 
On Oct 29, 1976, just minutes 
before federal marshals were 
to forcibly evict the Indians un­ 
der a federal court order, the 
tribe and government officials 
came to an agreement Indian 
men beat a drum set up on the 
front porch of the occupied 
building and sang a victory 
song, raising their fists to the 
sky 
"Now we are getting our land 
back,” said tribal member 
Roleen Hargrove “ If we hadn’t 
come to the occupation, it 
probably would have been years 
before we would have gotten 
anything.” 
today the Puyallups do not 
have their land back 
And it 
may still be years before they 
do 
The occupation won the tribe 
federal support for their claim 
— and a state promise to seek 
legislative approval for return 
of the property to the federal 
government if the state re­ 
ceived compensation for altera­ 
tions to the building 
The building now houses the 


Cascadia Juvenile Reception 
and Diagnostic Center, the 
state’s processing prison for 
juvenile delinquents and 
"incorrigibles." 


In June the U S Attorney in 
Seattle filed suit in federal 
court, on instructions from the 
Dept of Justice in Washington. 
D C., claiming the title convey­ 
ance to the state was illegal and 
void and asking for the property 
back, to be held in trust for the 
Puyallups 


The state of Washington filed 
a response claiming the gift 
was legal The state added that 
even if it wasn't legal, the 
fe d e ra l 
governm ent 
represented it as such, and the 
state should be paid the $1.719 
million it invested in remodel­ 
ing 


No trial date has been set for 
the case 


KANSAS CITY, Kan (U PI) 
— New research indicates 
alcoholism might be linked to 
heredity, according to an 
authority on the disease that 
has affected nine million 
Americans. 
"The cause of alcoholism, in 
truth, is unknown," said Dr 
Donald Goodwin, “ but it does 
run in families and this is a 
starting point.” 
Goodwin is chairman of the 
psychiatry department at the 
University of Kansas Medical 
Center and author of the book 
“ Is Alcoholism Hereditary 
"The notion that alcoholism 
is hereditary is old, older than 
theories that alcoholism comes 
from environmental factors," 
writes Goodwin "For 75 years 
or more studies have consist­ 
ently reported much higher 
rates of alcoholism in the 
families of alcoholics than in 
the general population.” 
Between 1970 and 1976. Dr 
Goodwin conducted a two-part 
study to determine the influ­ 
ence of heredity and environ­ 
ment on alcoholism 
For the 
first part, he established two 
groups of men. all of whom had 
been adopted in infancy 
In one group, each man had at 
least one alcoholic parent In

During the second phase of 
the investigation Goodwin stud­ 
ied sons raised by their 
alcoholic parents and compared 
them with their brothers who 
had been adopted in infancy and 
raised by non-alcoholics 


Results of that study showed 
environment did not affect the 
development of alcoholism The 
rate of alcoholism among the 
men raised by adoptive parents 
was even somewhat higher than 
that of the group raised by the 
alcoholic parents 


"Severe or ‘classic’ forms of 
alcoholism may have mainly a 
genetic basis, whereas heavy 
drinking may have mainly psv 
chosocial o rg in s ,'' says 
Goodwin 
"The next step is 
finding what is being in­ 
herited ” 


The psychiatrist said the 
study showed 18 percent of the 
male children became alcohol 
ics while only 4 percent of the 
female children were affected 
by the disease 
“ The usual explanation is a 
cultural one," Goodwin said 
‘‘Heavy drinking is more 
tolerated in men than women

Rostal-Schaefer 
concert success 


By ERRO L HAINES 
Duo-pianists Peter Rostal and Paul 
Schaefer were a huge success last week 
when they opened the 1977-’78 season for 
the Community Concert Association at 
the Lompoc Theater. 
If the New Christy Ministrels brought 
Las Vegas to Lompoc two years ago, it 
might be said that Rostal and Schaefer 
brought the London Paladium. 
As with most musicians who try to 
serve two masters, pop and classic, one 
seems to suffer. In this case, depending 
on your point of view, things could be 
said on both sides. In the big area 
between the two, it is difficult to es­ 
tablish a position at all. 
In transcription, the "Toccata” by the 
famous organist Charles Widor seemed 
to work well for two pianos. Certainly 
the mass of tone that is possible on the 
organ can be better indicated on two 
pianos rather than one. 
Each artist played one solo. The first 
was Chopin’s “ Nocturne in A flat” by 
Schaefer He has plenty of technique; 
however there is a slight harshness of 
tone quality which could also have been 
the piano he was playing. The interpreta­ 
tion also seemed rather showy and 
superficial. 
Rostal countered with “ Consolation 
No 3 in D flat” by Liszt. He also has an 
excellent technique but plays with a 
more beautiful tone quality. In fact this 
difference in the tone quality of the two 
artists (or pianos) persisted throughout 
the concert. 
Together at one piano they played 
“ Lullaby” by Faure and “ Gallop” by 
Bizet. The performances were light and 
lively, in that order 


It was indicated that the “ Concert 
Paraphrase on “ The M arriage of 
Figaro” was by Mozart himself. It was a 
lively and rhythmic performance. 


“ A Shubertiad” included “ To Music,” 
“ Sylvia,” and “ The Trout” and was con­ 
ceived in much the same style as Liszt’s 
paraphrases. As these are some of 
Schubert’s most popular songs they were 
enjoyed by most everyone. 


Several stage works received the two 
piano treatment. “ Gilbert and Sullivan 
Fantasy” contained many of their tunes 
in the style of Chopin and Liszt. Other 
shows represented were “ Jesus Christ 
Superstar,” “ West Side Story,” “ The 
King and I,” and “ A Little Night Music.” 
Many especially enjoyed “ Send the 
Clowns” from the latter. 
One of their most effective arrange­ 
ments was the “ Variations” on Scott 
Joplin’s “ The Entertainer.” It was 
rather in the style of Beethoven or 
Brahms and was very effective. There 
also were arrangements of “ Amazing 
Grace” and “ Laura’s Theme” from Dr. 
Zhivago. 
Of course we can’t forget their 
“ Beatles M edley” which included 
“ Eleanor Rigby,” "Hey Jude,” and 
“ Hard Days Night.” The Chinese “ Man­ 
darin Love Song” was very sweet and 
prettv. 
The pianists’ encore pulled out all 
stops, reminding me of the Hofnung 
Festivals in London some years ago. 
It combined "Battle Hymn,” "Pomp 
and Circumstance (Elgar),” “ Stars and 
Stripes (Sousa),” and “ Hail Britannia.” 
This hands-across-the-sea effort was 
very clever and quite a blockbuster

plan at a meeting Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in the Veterans Memorial 
Building in Solvang. 
Leland Steward, county director of transportation, described the 
proposed circulation element at a meeting conducted by the cir­ 
culation subcommittee of the parent advisory committee Thursday 
night in Solvang. 
The session drew an audience of about 100 people, most of whom 
came from the Alisal Glen and Rancho Santa Ynez Mobile Estates 
who made it abundantly clear they were against any proposal to 
create a four-lane southerly bypass of Solvang. 
At the outset Steward said the circulation element of the 1965 
general plan stands today “ as the only official document. Any 
others are simply proposed.’’ The 1965 plan’s circulation element 
contains the southerly bypass route of Solvang, he noted 
Steward said the circulation and land use elements should be 
coordinated in developing a master or general plan and said 
“ dollars are always a limit factor as to what will be done.” 
The county transportation department head described the 
current circulation plan with the use of a map He said the plan 
had been developed by his department in cooperation with other 
county agencies, including the department of public works, plann­ 
ing, health, and flood control. 
Steward said the map which he had prepared would even- 


tually be presented to the County Planning Commission for con­ 
sideration. He stated the planners would conduct public hearings 
on the circulation proposal to receive comment or objections from 
the public. 
Steward said the plan called for the eventual development of a 
number of major arteries in the valley into four-lane roads, in­ 
cluding the southerly bypass from Alamo Pintado Road across the 
Duff Ranch and past Alisal Glen and the mobile home estates to 
the industrial center. 
Four roads earmarked for four-lane development include Alamo 
Pintado Road, Baseline Avenue, Refugio Road, and Edison Street. 
He used the retention of adequate corridors in long-range plann­ 
ing and noted that it would be expensive in later years to acquire 
rights-of-way along two-lane roads to create four-lane 
thoroughfares. 
Steward said his department was now involved in a detailed 
study to reconstruct Alamo Pintado Road north of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Hospital to Baseline Avenue in Ballard in about three 
years. He said plans call for the development of the road to 36 feet 
of pavement with two striped lanes on either side for bicycles 
Steward said the section of the road "needs reconstruction, it is too 
narrow, has several bad curves and bridges and has been too ex­ 
pensive to maintain.” 
Steward also revealed a number of 24-hour traffic counts which 
his department conducted during the past year on area roads. 
These included: 
Highway 154 south of Highway 246 toward 
Cachuma, 5,300 cars a day; Highway 154 north of 246 to Los Olivos, 
2,860 cars; Highway 246 west of 154 . 3,200 cars; Highway 246 


between the Santa Ynez Valley High School at Refugio Road west 
to Alamo Pintado Road, 6,800 cars; Buellton, Highway 246, near 
the Highway 101 freeway, 10,500 cars; Highway 101 freeway south 
of Highway 246, 12,400 cars; Edison Street north to Highway 246, 
3,762 , Refugio Road north of the high school, 3,820 and south of the 
high school, 777; Alamo Pintado Road south of the hospital, 3,145 
cars and Alamo Pintado Road south of Ballard, 1,690 cars; Alamo 
Pintado Road to the bridge south of Los Olivos, 590 cars and to 
Grand Avenue, 1,280 cars; Baseline Avenue, 922 cars and Alisal 
south of Old Mission Santa Ines, 5,781 cars. 
In answer to continued questions from the audience regarding 
the southerly bypass of Solvang, Steward said that although the 
four-lane road was on the map, no consideration was being given to 
the proposal at this time and would not be unless large-scale 
developments occurred in the area. 
The temp of the session was broken shortly before 10 p.m. with

The latest in a series of hear­ 
ings will be held Wednesday by 
the county Planning Commis­ 
sion on possible revocation of 
the Alter’s recreation con­ 
ditional use permit. This would 
be based on the campground not 
being in operation, the expan­ 
sion construction not beginning 
within a year of the 1967 permit 
and recreation use not going on. 
according to the Alter’s at­ 
torney Ronald Cook 
The last point is “ a straw is­ 
sue,” Cook said But. there are 
others who don’t agree, par­ 
ticularly the Phillips 
The Alters and the Phillips 
live on adjacent parcels of 
private land southwest of the 
U.S Forest Service’s Figueroa 
Campground, near the top of 
the mountain and within the Los 
Padres National Forest about 
10 miles north of Los Olivos 
About six months ago, the 
Alters began construction of 
three buildings, officially know 
as cabins, in addition to the four 
already constructed 
Acording to the Phillips, sub­ 
sequent conversations with 
Alter brought to light his plans 
for a total of 20 such cabins 
based on the 1967 recreational 
use permit which authorized 
the Alters to expand their 
private campground facilities 
The original perm it es­ 
tablishing the recreation area 
was issued in 1965 
In an increasingly heated 
debate, many problems with 
the permits have come up, in­ 
cluding the most recent, a pos­ 
sible violation of the Subdivi­ 
sion Map Act and Chapter 21 of 
the County Code on Land Divi­ 
sion. 
“ In 1967, the Planning Com­ 
mission did not do a good job on 
the permit.” according to 
Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund’s office. “ It ap­ 
pears they granted a permit 
that's in violation of the State 
Map Act The cabins are being 
sold ” 
Citing the sketchy, hand- 
drawn map that accompanied 
the 1967 permit application and 
depicted seven squares to 
represent the cabin sites. 
Hedlund's spokesman noted, 
“ The map doesn’t show more 
then seven (cabin sites) and 
building permits are supposed 
to be accurate as to position of 
building sites " Attorney Cook 
said the seven boxes were to 
give only a general location for 
the cabin area 
The 1965 permit mentioned 
the seven cabin sites but the 
1967 permit did not specifically 
mention any number of cabin 
sites at all 
This has fueled 
much controversy in the recent 
past with Alter’s attorney 
claiming a letter written in 1967 
by the county Health Depart­ 
ment discussing its require­ 
ments for 20 cabin sites official­ 
ly established that number 
Also. Hedlund’s spokesman 
noted the possibility of legal 
problems based on the absence 
of legal building parcels 
“ At Alisal Ranch, where land 
is leased by the homeowners, 
each building is located on a 
legal parcel, but this is not the 
case with the Alter property.” 
Density of housing on Alter s 
land is also under question The 
80 acres of hts recreation com- 
plex are zoned 20-acre 
agricultural But, the 20 cabins 
are being constructed on six 
acres 
“ Each cabin will be located 
on “ a parcel of land 75 feet 
square, located within the six- 
acre cabin site area on the les­ 
sor’s premises,” according to 
the cabin site lease signed in 
1970 by presiding Santa Barbara 
County Superior Court Judge 
John Westwick who maintains a 
permanent residence in the 
cabin site area 
The Phillips are concerned 
about possible contamination of 
their water supply from the 
cabins if they are used as per­ 
manent residences

Alter may. at 
his discretion permit lessees to 
live year-round, if they so 
request Those leasing the land 
are to pay approximately dou­ 
ble the standard rent per year 
for this privilege Each lease 
has its own cost figures 
As ordered in its 1967 letter 
mentioning the 20 cabin sites, 
the 
Health 
D epartm ent 
required “ the sewage disposal 
systems shall be installed at 
locations approved by the 
Health Department ” 
Such systems were recom­ 
mended to be septic systems 
making use of leach lines ac­ 
cording to a percolation report 
conducted by Pacific Materials 
Laboratory dated July 29, 1977 
This report was made 10 
years after the original letter 
and permit and is the only 
report on the project the Health 
Department has on file ac­ 
cording to a letter dated Oct 
25. 1977 
That same letter also notes. 
“ This agency, however, has 
neither approved nor disap­ 
proved the locations utilized for 
sewage disposal by the existing 
cabins or those presently under 
construction " 
On site inspection reveals the 
cabins already constructed to 
be located in a somewhat bowl­ 
shaped area immediately above 
the Phillips' property 
Water 
for the Phillips comes from a 
spring located just below the 
property line dividing their land 
and Alter's 
They also have a 
well near their house 
“ Sewage will rapidly drain 
downhill into our well water.” 
according to the Phillips “ We 
have a hard enough time get­ 
ting water and if our water sup­ 
ply becomes polluted. we’U 
have to carry water up here in 
jugs “ 
Another concern is the fire 
hazard to all present and future 
residents of the area 
During 
the recent Cachuma fire, the 
Phillips were in readiness to 
evacuate their home during a 
48-hour period 
“ It was terrifying 
During 
the days, we could just see 
smoke, but at night, we could 
see the flames," Phillips said 
“ We didn't sleep for the entire 
time and took turns keeping 
watch.” 


This has added an extra 
dimension for their concern 
about fire safety 
“ There is 
just a one-lane dirt road leading 
in here and if there are all those 
additional houses on Alter’s 
property, what would happen if 
we all needed to get out at the 
same time, especially if there 


were fire equipment on the 
roads?" Mrs Alter said 
Hedlund’s office noted there 
were some areas where it was 
questionable as to fire trucks 
even getting into the area on the 
narrow, winding roadway. 
In trying to stop the Alter 
construction plan, the Phillips 
have experienced a great deal 
of frustration 
“ I've had a hard time getting 
public records from the coun­ 
ty,” Mrs Phillips said 
“ And 
we are appalled by the incredi­ 


ble way hearsay information 
seems to be accepted by the 
county in the hearings rather 
than checking the background 
paperwork ” She has amassed 
an extensive file of county 
records on the Alter project 
R ecently, the Ph illip s 
retained an attorney as their in­ 
volvement has deepened 
If 
they are not able to effect a 
change through county chan­ 
nels. they have noted they will 
go to court against the Alters in 
a lawsuit action

LONDON (D P I) - British 
managers are shoveling coal 
and engineers are manning tur­ 
bines to end a week of power 
blackouts that have forced 
families to stagger their meal­ 
times 
Workers hinted they 
might end their go-slow action 
Five state-run 
electricity 
plants closed by a week of wild­ 
cat slowdowns by 6.000 workers 
were reopened Sunday using the 
managers to shovel the coal and 
engineers to operate the tur­ 
bines 
But electricity board chiefs 
warned of continued power cuts 
today, especially toward dusk 
when use is heaviest. 
Board officials said 
they 
hoped the blackouts would be 
shorter and fewer than those 
that have hopscotched around 
Britain’s cities for a week 
Police reported a wave of 


muggings and handbag thefts 
during blackouts in Reading, a 
city west of London 
Smash- 
and-grab 
thieves 
plundered 
downtown London stores. 
One wildcat leader hinted the 
workers may be close to ac­ 
cepting a government deal 
“ Obviously this can't go on.” 
he said. “ We have taken a lot of 
criticism If we could get the 
promise of a government in­ 
quiry we would go back to 
work ” 
The state-owned company 
said electrical customers, who 
are suffering power outages for 
up to three hours a day at 
homes and businesses, will face 
higher bills in upcoming months 
as a result of the walkouts 
In another labor dispute, coal

dedicate the headquarters of

The outcome of the SP suit 
will help determine the course 
of action in about $100 million in 
claims filed by private citizens 
and businesses, seeking to

Be jeweled Russian eggs 
to go on display soon 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - It 
must have been the first U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. grain deal, but that 
time there is no doubt who 
came out the winner. 
It was an exchange of Rus­ 
sian eggs for American wheat 
— but the eggs were made of 
gold and ornamented with dia­ 
monds 
Armand Hammer, the Ameri­ 
can businessman whose ex­ 
ploits are legends, arranged to 
provide wheat to the Soviets in 
the lean years following the 
1917 Russian revolution 
In return, he received vast 
amounts of priceless Russian 
art, including 11 of the gold

Four of the eggs — along with 
139 other bejeweled Faberge 
creations — now are on display 
in the National Geographic

If that isn t enough to bedaz­ 
zle the capital of this republic,

Smithsonian 
Institution 
says it has been given a big new 
gem — a pear-shaped. 67 89 
carat, champagne-colored dia­ 


mond called the Victoria- 
Transvaal Diamond 
The diamond, dug up in South 
Africa in 1950, will be put on 
permanent display Wednesday 
at the Museum of Natural 
History It is the largest and 
most valuable jewel given to

Aiding crime victims 


Having waged war for years 
against criminals, the country 
now seems equally deter­ 
mined to do something for the 
victims of violent crime. 
At least 20 states, including 
California, compensate crime 
victims for the injuries they 
suffer or the income they lose. 
Many of the states operate 
restitution programs in which 
convicted crim inals are 
required to pay the people 
they’ve robbed or cheated 
along the way. 
Recently, the House of 
Representatives passed a bill 
that would reimburse states 
up to 25 percent of the first 
$25,000 they pay to victims of 
violent crime. 
Frankly, we feel it would be 
better if the federal govern­ 
ment stayed out of the crime 
compensation business except 
when federal crimes are in­ 
volved. Most crimes, after all, 
are covered by state rather 
than federal law. 


It also would be wiser, when 
possible to require restitution 
by the criminal himself rather 
than shift the financial burden 
to the taxpayers, who have 
plenty of other bills to pay. 
However they are carried 
out, however, programs for 
aiding crime victims have ob­ 
vious merit and should be en­ 
couraged. Many victims are 
elderly people on limited in­ 
comes, others are so badly 
hurt they are unable to work 
for long periods of time. 
An effective restitution 
program is operating in Ohio. 
The program makes young 
criminals work, under close 
supervision, in parks and other 
public facilities and repay the 
victims with the money they 
earn. 
This approach makes sense, 
more than simply tossing the 
youthful lawbreaker in jail 
where they can do little or 
nothing to repair the damage 
they have done.

Bribery law loophole 


WASHINGTON— (NEA»—After years 
of embarrassing disclosures about il­ 
legal payments of millions of dollars by 
American corporations to politicians and 
government officials in other nations. 
Congress is about to pass a law 
prohibiting the practice in the future 
The legislation of­ 
fered to the Senate, 
however, contains a 
little-noticed loophole 
that not only will allow 
international 
bribery 
to continue but will en­ 
dow the practice with 
th e 
fe d e r a l 
government’s seal of 
approval 
Because many of the 
nation's largest com­ 
panies have falsified 
their financial records 
to conceal such corruption in the past, 
the bill establishes stringent new ac­ 
counting and reporting requirements for 
publicly owned corporations under thè 
jurisdiction of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission 
But the measure also includes a 
crucial exemption that waives the 
reporting requirements for “any person 
acting in cooperation with, and at the 
specific, written directive of the head of 
any federal agency or department 
responsible for matters concerning the 
national security of the United States." 
In plain language, that provision ex­ 
empts international political bribes un­ 
dertaken at the request or with the 
cooperation of the Central Intelligence 
Agency (ClAi or other intelligence 
organizations within the government. 
The special waiver was inserted in the 
bill by Sen Adlai E. Stevenson, D-Ill., 
when the Senate Banking Committee 
was drafting the legislation earlier this 
year The bill was routinely approved by 
the full Senate last spring. 
While tracking down the history of the 
obscure provision. Fielding M McGehee 
III. an official of a public interest group 
called the Military Audit Project, dis­ 
covered that there was no testimony dur­ 
ing the public hearings on its effects or 
genesis, no debate bv the committee, no 


recorded vote and no discussion on the 
Senate floor 
The House version of the bill, drafted 
by a subcommittee headed bv Rep Bob 
Eckhardt, D-Texas. recently was ap­ 
proved by the House Commerce Com­ 
mittee and now awaits action by the full 
House 
Eckhardt's bill contains no exemption 
for intelligence-related bribery. “We 
never focused on that, it just never came 
up." says an aide to the congressman 
But other so u rces say Eckhardt 
specifically parried the intelligence 
community’s efforts to write the provi­ 
sion into the bill. 
The Senate version is objectionable for 
several reasons, not the least of which is 
its effect of placing the federal govern­ 
ment in the position of a parent who for­ 
bids a child from doing something 
because it’s wrong, but insists that it’s 
perfectly appropriate for mother or 
father to do it. 
The exemption also leaves executives 
and employees of American corporations 
stationed abroad under a continuing 
cloud — both as CIA operatives and as 
paymasters of illegal funds 
There have, in fact, been numerous 
reports in recent years that the CIA was 
aware of, encouraged and possibly even 
provided the funds for corporate bribery 
m the past. 
Questions have been raised by about $7 
million paid by the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp to an intermediary in Japan , about 
commissions paid by the Boeing Co. to 
its “agents’’ in Iran, Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia; and about almost $8 3 million 
transferred overseas by Deak & Co.. a 
New York-based firm that deals in inter­ 
national currency transactions 
One knowledgeable official on Capitol 
Hill suggests that “some people in the 
Senate don’t want to totally hamstring 
the CIA, if that indeed is their modus 
operandi.” 
If the CIA must resort to bribery and 
must rely on corporate “cutouts” to ob­ 
scure the source of the money, let there 
be no sanctimonious self-congratulation 
from Washington's politicians if the final 
version of the “ reform” legislation con­ 
tains a multimillion-dollar loophole 


WASHINGTON — With a great show of 
disapproval, the United States cut off 
foreign aid in 1973 to Uganda’s brutal 
dictator Idi Amin. Yet a dozen of his 
crack airborne police are now receiving 
helicopter training in Texas. 
We learned about the Ugandan training 
mission from an in­ 
tercepted cable sent 
by the chief of the 
police airwing. G.M. 
Sem atim ba. to the 
Ugandan United Na­ 
tions 
am bassador, 
K Y Kinene. 
The cable was sent 
from Entebbe, site of 
the famed Israeli com­ 
mando raid that freed 
h o sta g e s h eld by 
hijackers It confides 
that the police pilots 
will get “advanced flight training and 
pilot ground school at Bell Helicopter 
Company, Fort Worth, Texas. 


“Their training should run approx­ 
imately five weeks,” reports the cable. 
Thereafter, “ They will proceed for 
further training at Oak Grove Flight 
School (also in Fort Worth) for approx­ 
imately six weeks.” 
We reached one of the Ugandan pilots, 
Cypria Isoke, who told us the trainees 
arrived in Fort Worth on October 25. All 
are police pilots, he said; none are 
military 


They could never have been admitted 
into this country without quiet State 
Department assistance. 
Because the 
U S embassy in Uganda has been closed 
down, the pilots had to get their entry 
visas through the U.S. embassy in 
neighboring Kenya 
Amin has an uglv reputation for batter­ 
ing his victims to death with sledgeham­ 
mers The hammers have been wielded 
usually by his security men in the special 
“State Research" and “ Public Safety” 
units, not by the police. 
Yet official sources say the police have 
participated in Amin’s repression. They 
operate at least nine Bell helicopters, 


which were sent unarmed to Uganda. 
But they could easily have been con­ 
verted into paramilitary aircraft, which 
could be used for chasing down dissi­ 
dents in the bush and whisking kidnap 
victims from one torture site to another. 
Once the 12 Ugandans complete their 
helicopter training, another U.S. agency, 
the Federal Aviation Administration, is 
expected to test and license them. At the 
FAA, a spokesman said there are no 
FA A regulations to block such a license. 
In addition to the police helicopter 
pilots, three commercial pilots from 
Uganda are in training at Daytona 
Beach, Fla. One is sponsored under a 
personal contract with Idi Amin himself. 
A confidential investigation by Rep. 
Don Pease, D-Ohio. has also uncovered a 
$4 million contract to provide Amin with 
a satellite communications system. The 
contract is held by the Harris Corpora­ 
tion. a Cleveland firm, which has a 
branch in Florida training about a dozen 
Ugandan technicians. 
But Amin received his biggest U.S. 
bonanza from the coffee dealers who 
paid the dictator $121.6 million for his 
coffee during the first five months of this 
year. 
The outraged Pease fired off a private 
letter to the State Department, charging 
that the coffee payments provided “the 
lion's share of revenue for Amin.” The 
madcap ruler then used the money, com­ 
plained Pease, “to bankroll his armed 
forces.” 


Our sources say that Amin uses his 
U.S. dollars also to pay U S technicians 
in Uganda, to purchase communications 
equipment from U.S. firms and to 
pamper him self and friends with 
whiskey, perfumes and other luxuries. 
Footnote: A State Department visa of­ 
ficial said there is no restriction against 
issuing visas to the Ugandans 
The 
Ugandan ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions d idn’t return our c a lls 
A 
spokesman at the Uganda mission said 
the training was a “private matter 
MEDICAL GROUPIE: Rep 
Robert

campaign contributions last year from

With his lance aimed at Sen. Ted Ken­ 
nedy.

He attacked Kennedy in a fund-raising 
letter emblazoned with his congressional 
letterhead “Ted Kennedy is pushing a 
socialized medicine bill to pay for free 
abortions for anyone who wants one,” 
charged Bauman. Kennedy called the 
letter “an outright misrepresentation of 
the facts.” 
Bauman claimed that, under Ken­ 
nedy’s bill, “The federal government 
wili decide what medical care you 
need ” Kennedy said the doctors would 
continue to make all medical decisions 
for their patients. 
Bauman alleged that “your confiden­ 
tial medical records can be read by any 
bureaucratic snoop in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.” Ken­ 
nedy responded that the bill has the same 
strict privacy safeguards that are now in 
effect. 
Baum an claim ed that “ w elfa re 
ehiselers” would get "ffee abortions,” 
“free VD clinics.’’ and “free medical 
care even when they don’t need it.” Ken­ 
nedy noted the bill protects patients 
from unnecessary surgery 
Bauman warned that health insurance 
would precipitate “tax increases over 
$40 billion, unless Mr Kennedy is willing 
to plunge the country into debt." Ken­ 
nedy said it would cost only half that 
much, with general revenues covering 
the rest of the cost 
The recipients of Bauman’s letter can 
stop this nightmare, he explained, by 
sending contributions, preferably in 
$100 bills, to his organization The mail­ 
ing is being financed by the Congress of 
County Medical Societies, which repre­ 
sents 80.000 doctors who abhor any 
federal interference in the sacred affairs 
of physicians

Tuesday the Lompoc City Council was 
presented with a request to draw up an 
ordinance calling for the removal of por­ 
nographic newsracks from the sidewalks 
and thoroughfares of our city. 
The city attorney cited a state law call­ 
ing for freedom of the press which in­ 
cludes the freedom to circulate. The 
requested ordinance did not call for a 
denial of circulation rights to the 
purveyors, but only in the particular in­ 
stance of newsracks on public sidewalks 
in Lompoc The city attorney went on to 
cite the Supreme Court’s description of 
sidewalks as public forums Now, really! 
You and I both know that if anyone were 
to stand on the street and yell obscenities 
at passersby or make repulsive gestures 
at the public, or try to sell questionable 
material, he would soon be hauled off to 
jail for creating a public nuisance. But 
not a newsrack? Maybe some legal mmd 
caught up in the letter of the law rather 
than the spirit can explain that one to us. 
Or will it take a Supreme Court decision 
to tell us in Lompoc what we can and 
cannot do for the public good? 
At no time has our Constitution given a 
small minority the right to infringe on 
the liberties and freedoms of any other 
group of people When lawyers learn the 
difference between liberty and license, 
and between right and wrong, when 
elected officials accept the implicit 
authority granted them to determine

We are coming close to what may be 
the end pf a great affair. President 
Carter’s with Human Rights. The affair 
b e g a n with his sublime appeals to human 
rights as a concrete objective of U.S. 
foreign policy, and there were the 
thunderclaps of purpose when for in­ 
stance he replied to a 
letter from academi­ 
cian Sakharov, or 
when he strolled into 
the office of his Vice 
President and chatted 
for a minute or two 
w ith 
th e 
g r e a t 
Bukovsky. 
The c y n ics w ere 
saying that it would 
not last. The test, 
everybody 
agreed , 
would be: 
Belgrade. 
Thither has Mr. Carter dispatched 
Arthur Goldberg, as our representative 
to the international session convened to 
monitor the progress of the Helsinki 
pact. The Helsinki pact committed its 
signatories to respecting a detailed list 
of human rights. 
One hardly knows 
where to start. The diplomatic profes­ 
sionals expect that very little is going to 
come of the heavyweight match in 
Belgrade, Kid Glove Goldberg versus the 
Gulag Kid. 
What has gone relatively unobserved is 
Mr. Carter’s studied indifference to the 
question of human rights in the largest 
country in the world, which is nowadays 
called The People’s Republic of China 
There is not a recorded syllable of 
criticism by President Carter of the 
practices of the Gang of Gerontocrats 
who continue to govern the thoughts and 
movements of 800 million Chinese whose 
silent dream of human rights is surely 
the salient unconcern of international 
diplomacy. 
The scandal is so egregious — the 
persecution of Chinese people is done on 
a scale so awesome, so awful, — that in­ 
evitably what one would expect to hap­ 
pen, has happened: we have all got used 
to it If Hitler had executed the Jewish 
population within his empire not at the 
rate of a couple of million per year, in­ 
tending a final solution within three 
vears, but, say. at the rate of five per­ 
cent per vear. and if Hitler had won the 
war in E u rop e, th ere w ould be 
Americans todav defending Hitler, poets 
and priests among them Thus Mao and 
Maoism, having sinned against every 
ideal of the West, having violated every 
canon of the human spirit — are nowa­ 
days defended 
The trustees of the Maoist regim e have 
been transcended in the analysis of the 
most august moralists of the land, in­ 
cluding Mr. James Reston. Miss Bar­ 
bara Tuchman. and Professor John Ken­ 
neth Galbraith (whose technique was 
that of those who in the 1920s talked 
about the punctuality of Italian trains). 


But the m ost d efen siv e of the 
defenders of Maoism are those who are 
professionally bound to a concern with 
human rights, and an example of the lat­ 
ter which chills the blood is a Jesuit 
priest. Father Tennant Wright, iden­ 
tified as a “ Professor of Religious 
Studies at the University of Santa Clara 
in California” who recently wrote in the 
Los Angeles Times a page of tribute to 
Mao which would not have been excelled 
in any tribute to Adolf Hitler by 
Rosenberg. 
Father Wright says things like. Sure, it 
mav be true that Mao killed a lot of peo­ 
ple 
“Possiblv all this was true Of how 
many effective political leaders during 
the last 3.000 years can most of these 
things not be said?” 
He concludes that Maoism has ac­ 
complished what others could not: “To 
care for the poor, feed the hungry, give 
human dignity to the depressed, free the 
economically oppressed and protect the 
in n o c e n ts 
from 
th e 
g r a sp in g ? 
Somewhere deep in our Christian spirit 
are we aware that Mao succeeded where 
we failed in freeing the captive people of 
China from fear in body and spirit?” 
People with the least knowledge of 
modem China read such words as these 
and tend to despair 


Well, Father Wright is an unexcom­ 
municated member of a church whose 
head, as recently as a few days ago, 
enjoined the Communist world to grant 
liberty to its people Still, the Wrights 
have their influence, and give over to 
such as President Carter, who goes day 
after day. week after week, month after 
month, posing as the champion of human 
rights, 
but funking the prim ary 
challenge to such a calling 
does he 
believe that the Chinese people too are 
entitled to human rights9 Or is it simply 
too big a problem? 
Eight-hundred 
million people without human rights is 
perhaps too much to handle? If it were 
just a few hundred thousand, a few 
million — black Rhodesians, say — he 
could come to life on the problem? But 
China is, well — China. And it suggests 
itself sadly, Carter is — Carter 
Barbed barbs
